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Experiments were made to test the 
effects of the sweepings on crops, Good 
stable manure was also used in order 
that a comparison might be made. In 
almost every case the sweepings prov- 
ed to be beneficial. The effect of ttre 
stable manure, however, was much 
greater, 

It was thought that the oll contained 
in- the sweeplngs might affect their 
fertilizing properties. In order to study 
this point the oll was extracted and its 
effect on plant growth was tested. In 
every case it proved harmful. The 
sweepings from which it had been ex- 
tracted were next tested. In this case 
the growth was about equal to that 
caused by the stable manure. In other 
words, street sweepings from which 
the oil has been extracted are prac- 
tically equal to stable manure in fer- 
tilizing value. If some method could 
be discovered whereby the oll could 
be economically extracted street sweep- 
ings, on account of their comparatively 
low cost, should constitute a valuable 
‘source of fertilizer to the trucker and 
farmer.—Country Gentleman.

At a meeting of the executive com- 
mittee of the International Hotelkeep- 
ers’ League it was decided to establish 
a hotel academy, for educational pur- 
poses, A fund of $38,500 has been 
subscribed by the leading hotels in 
Europe toward the initial expenses 
of the scheme. The academy, which 
will probably be situated in Germany, 
will alm at converting hotelkeepinz 
from a trade into a profession and 
at educating hotel employers on the 
same scientific lines as barristers, 
physicians and engineers who grad- 
uate at universities. 

Every branch of hotel work, from 
that of hall porter to that of general 
manager, will be taught by specialists. 
The curriculum will provide for a 
three-year course, including six weeks 
attendance at the academy each year 
and many weeks’ practical experience.)
